Hussein On Visit; 
Greeted By President 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Jordan's 
embattled, pro-Western King 
Hussein was welcomed to the 
White House today by President 
Nixon who described the mon- 
arch as a man of "courage, 
wisdom and moderation." 


In this world characterized by 
"very explosive problems," 
Nixon told his guest, "leader- 
ship is required. . . and these 
three qualities of leadership 
we have seen in you. . . " 


Hussein, on his third visit 
here since the 1967 Arab-Isra- 
eli war, told the President he 
feels a "great responsibility" 


to discuss the grave problems 
of the Middle East. 


"1 really hope we will move In 


the direction of a just and hon- 
orable peace in this explosive 
situation fraught with danger," 
he said. 


Hussein said on his arrival 


Monday in New York he fears 
another major war threatens in 
the Mideast with the "possibil- 
ity of outside 
involvement." 


"If no solution is found 1 think 


the danger of another major 
conflict in the area in the not 
too distant future is very real," 
he added. 


Artificial Heart Man 
Develops Pneumonia 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP)— Hask- 
ell Karp, the man who surviv- 
ed 65 hours with a mechanical 
heart, was reported today to 
have developed pneumonia. 
St. Luke's Episcopal Hospital 
reported this 26 hours after the 
47-year-old Skokie, HI., resi- 
dent had received a second hu- 
man heart in the 19th trans- 
plant performed at the hospital. 


"Mr. Karp has developed a 


patch of pneumonia in the right 
lung and his kidney function is 
depressed," the hospital bullet- 
in said. "He 
remains 
re- 


sponsive but he is tired. Doct- 
ors are hopeful he will re- 
spond to medical management." 
There was no indication when 
another 
bulletin would oe is- 


sued. 
Prior to the mid-morning re- 
port, Karp's condition had been 
satisfactory. 
Dr. Denton A. Cooley, who 


headed the transplant team, said 


Monday that Karp has a "low 
incidence of rejection and will 
be unlikely to reject" his new 
heart. 


Cooley, the 48-year-old sur- 
geon who performed both opera- 
tions on Karp, said Monday 
night in Detroit that the donor, 
Mrs. Barbara Ewan, 40, was 
medically dead 48 hours prior to 
the operation. 


"She had complete brain dam- 


age and had no reflexes what- 
ever," Cooley said. "She nad 
been supported by extraordin- 
ary means."

TAX REFORM 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)— Gov. 


Reagan proposed today an addi- 
tional one per cent tax on gross 
personal income, a system of 
voluntary withholding and new 
sales taxes tc relieve some of 
the tax burden of California 
property owners. 
His long awaited tax reform 
message was presented to the 
legislature in a special mes- 
sage. 
The biggest surprise in the 


plan was his proposal that Cal- 
ifornians be permitted to with- 
hold their personal income tax- 
es if they want.

deductions in the past. 


Calling it a "voluntary pre- 


payment plan," Reagan said he 
was proposing it because his 
reform plan partially shifts the 
tax burden from property tax- 
es to personal income taxes.

BATTLES CONTINUES 


TEL AVTV (AP)— Israel and

fire and silenced them." 
Israel retaliated with air at- 
tacks against Aqaba. 


In another important develop- 
ment Monday Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers declared at a 
news conference that "Israel 
. . . has a right to exist." 
Rogers made no mention of any 
Arab countries directly, but his 
remarks weie considered a stiff 
rebuke to the Arab position.

Rocket 
Fire In 
Saigon

CAIGON (AP)— At least five 
rounds of rocket or mortar fare 
hit residential areas on Saigon's 
northern outskirts tonight, in- 
juring several persons. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen 


said the five rounds fell in a sec- 
tion of Gia Dinh, a major sub- 
urb, and two hamlets called 
Dong Nhut and Dong Nhi, on op- 
posite sides of the Saigon River. 


One report said one of the 
missiles hit a house, injuring a 
Vietnamese army officer, his 
wife and son. 
First reports had said the ex- 
plosives struck the huge New- 
port river supply terminal area 
about two miles north of down- 
town Saigon, and near the resi- 
dential areas. 


It was the seventh shelling of 
the Saigon area in the Current 
enemy offensive 
that began 


Feb. 23, and the first since 
March 30 when three 122mm 
rockets fell into the Saigon Riv- 
er near the downtown area, 
causing no casualties. 


Aground, fierce fighting raged 


in bamboo jungles 40 miles 
northwest of Saigon Monday. 
While it was going on, a mem- 
ber of the UJS. Senate's Armed 
Services Committee flew over- 
head in a helicopter.

TAX REFORM 
SACRAMENTO 
(A P)- Gov. 
Reagan proposed today an addi­ 
tional one per cent tax on gross 
personal income, a system of 
voluntary withholding and new 
sales taxes to relieve some of 
the tax burden of California 
property owners. 
His long awaited tax reform 
message was presented to the 
legislature 
In a special mes­ 
sage. 
The biggest surprise In the 
plan was his proposal that Cal­ 
ifornians be permitted to with­ 
hold their personal Income tax­ 
es if they want. 
The 
governor 
has been a 
steadfast opponent of payroll 
deductions In the past. 
Calling it a “ voluntary pre­ 
payment plan," Reagan said he 
was proposing It because his 
reform plan partially shifts the 
tax burden from property tax­ 
es to personal Income taxes. 


MAJOR PERU PROBLEMS 
LIMA, Peru (AP)—The United 
States and Peru have avoid­ 
ed a showdown for the time 
being, but major problems re ­ 
main for both governments be­ 
cause their dispute still hangs 
fire. 
For Peru the problems are 
economic-continued s t a g n a ­ 
tion while hesitant foreign in­ 
vestors wait to see how the dis­ 
pute is settled. 
For the United States it is a 
matter of the perennial Latin 
American distrust of the big 
neighbor. 


BATTLES CONTINUES 
TEL AVIV (AP)— Israel and 
the Arabs battled at the head of 
the Gulf of Aqaba and across 
the Suez Canal today, with each 
side accusing the other of start­ 


ing the hostilities. 
The Israeli army said rockets 
from the Jordanian port of Aqa­ 
ba landed on the nearby Israeli 
port of Elath, and Israeli air 
force jets quickly retaliated 
with an attack on the Jordanian 
port. 


FEDERAL FUNDS CUT 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Feder­ 
al funds will be cut off for three 
more school districts and three 
hospitals in the South accused 
of failing to comply with non­ 
discrimination provisions of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act. 
They are Blockley and Wash­ 
ington county school districts in 
Georgia, the Pascagoula Muni­ 
cipal Separate School District in 
Mississippi, and three Missis­ 
sippi hospitals; Kuhn Memorial 
at Vicksburg, Matty Hersee at 
Meridian and Natchez Charity 
at Natchez. 


OLIVE BRANCH EXTENDED 
WASHINGTON (AP)—TheNtx- 
on administration, rebuffed by 
Communist China less than a 
month after taking office, has 
again extended the olive branch 
to Peking. 
“We would like to have more 
friendly relations with Commu­ 
nist China," Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers told his first 
formal news conference Mon­ 
day. 


TESTIMONY ENDS 
LOS ANGELES (PA)—Testi­ 
mony ended today in the case of 
Sirhan Bishara Slrhan, on trial 
for his life in the assassina­ 
tion of Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy. The jury, which heard 
90 witnesses In three months, 
may begin its deliberations la­ 
ter this week.

CAIGON (AP)— At least five 
rounds of rocket or mortar fire 
hit residential areas on Saigon's 
northern outskirts tonight, in­ 
juring several persons. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
said the five rounds fell in a sec­ 
tion of Gia Dinh, a major sub­ 
urb, and two hamlets called 
Dong Nhut and Dong Nhi, on op­ 
posite sides of the Saigon River. 
One report said one of the 
missiles hit a house, injuring a 
Vietnamese army officer, his 
wife and son. 
First reports had said the ex­ 
plosives struck the huge New­ 
port river supply terminal area 
about two miles north of down­ 
town Saigon, and near the resi­ 
dential areas.

Donald Grunsky, the Senate 
Republican leader who has been 
lred by repeated failures of his 
colleagues to move a g a i n s t 


It was the seventh shelling of 
the Saigon area in the current 
enemy offensive 
that began 
Feb. 23, and the first since 
March 30 when three 122mm 
rockets fell into the Saigon Riv­ 
er near the downtown area, 
causing no casualties. 
Aground, fierce fighting raged 
in bamboo jungles 40 miles 
northwest of Saigon Monday. 
While it was going on, a mem­ 
ber of the UJS. Senate’s Armed 
Services Committee flew over­ 
head in a helicopter. 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., 
wa t c h e d American fighter- 
bombers, helicopter gunships 
and M48 tanks pound about 200

Dear Mrs. N.A.: 
I have received many letters 
pertaining to this subject from 
both parents and teen-agers. 
All have contained the same 
complaints and protests against

seems the complaints are not 
so much against kissing games 
but rather against what they 
develop into. 


Usually kissing games are 


played at parties of younger 
teen-agers. 
Often there are 


some who become embarrassed 
by these games and they have a 
miserable time. The duty of the 
hostess is to be sure ALL of 
her guests enjoy themselves. 
As for allowing youngsters to 
become involved in a situation 
such as you describe, I do not 
approve. It is possible, if the 
party is well planned in advance, 
for all the guests to enjoy 
themselves and this is the re- 
sponsibility of the parents of 
the youngsters giving the party. 


It can be done. I know from 
experience. It is a little dif- 
ficult to imagine any teen-age 
party being very successful 
when the ages of those invited 
are from 11-17.

Nothing To Cheer Abouf 


Chiang Kai-shek's Kuomlntang, the ruling party of Taiwan 


China, has announced March 29 guerrilla strikes by agents In 
mainland Red China to celebrate the opening of the party's 10th 
Congress, The Kuomlntang spokesmen boasted that 3,000Tibetans 
made three raids against Red cavalry, killing 112 Communist 
soldiers and wounding 13; that guerrillas In Yunan province made 
16 attacks, killed 330 Communist soldiers, destroyed warehouses, 
banks and government offices, and looted large quantities of weap- 
ons and documents; and also that the Kuomlntang agents united 
with other anti-Communist elements in attacks and sabotage In 
Swatow, Lufeng, Halfeng, Hulyang, Paoan and Canton In Kwang- 
Tung Province. 


It's a report that's likely highly exaggerated. But if it is only 


partially true, It Is no cause for celebration in the rest of the 
world. Chiang Kai-shek's chances of overthrowing Chairman Mao's 
government seem too remote for us to hope of getting rid of Red 
China In that way. It might seem offhand that any trouble for Red 
China would cut some aid the Chinese might provide Hanoi and 
thus ease the burden of the United States in Vietnam. But there's 
another side to that argument. In the first place, It isn't likely that 
the Kuomintang raids are enough of a threat to divert much aid that 
Red China might offer the North Vietnamese. And in the second 
place, if Red China actually did feel threatened by a United States 
ally, it undoubtedly would do everything possible to see that the 
United States forces do not gain a clear victory next door. 


Actually, the more peaceful the rest of the world is, the better 


for the United States. Brush fires around the world can tangle us 
up so badly we never could break loose. And if Chiang Kai-shek 
forces were actually threatening the Red China government, would 
not the United States almost certainly be called upon to help gain 
the final victory? Even If the Taiwan Chinese and the United 
States should win such a war as that, would the next-door Soviet 
Union sit idly by ? It isn't likely, despite the current Slno-Soviet 
estrangement. Furthermore, even If Chiang Kai-shek could win 
with massive U. S. help, would he have even as good a chance of 
holding the vast mainland • China together as he did the last time 
he was in charge. There would probably be years of factional 
fighting and banditry. And the Soviet Union would likely lop off 
huge chunks of the border provinces, and perhaps in time the whole 
country. 


Peace in the world should be the United States' aim. Not bandi- 


try and bloodshed.

WASHINGTON — A few days 
after Dwight D. Elsenhower de- 
parted from this earthly scene, 
another man, closely connected 
with the Eisenhower 
years, 


was called by his Maker. He 
was T. Larnar Caudle of North 
Carolina, convicted and sen- 
tenced by the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration for "not giving 
his best services" to the gov- 
ernment. 


Caudle was buried in a rela- 


tively obscure grave without 
pomp and pageantry. Only the 
neighbors at Wadesboro who 
stood by him when he was In 
trouble and brought hams and 
jelly and fried chicken to cheer 
up his wife when Lamar went 
to jail were present at the fu- 
neral. 
They knew Lamar for what he 
was and they never believed the 
accusations brought against him 
in Washington. 
Nor 
could anyone else who 


studied the record. 


It began when GOP political 
strategists devised the slogan 
for the Eisenhower-Nixon tick- 
et that the Truman administra- 
tion was guilty of "corruption, 
Communism and Korea." Hav- 
ing won with that slogan, the 
new Republican administration 
had to prove it. John Foster 
Dulles, who took over the State 
Department, could find no Com- 
munists there. Korea proved 
as much of a headache for Ike 
as for Truman. So the corrup- 
tion charge, somehow or other, 
had to be proved. 


Three grand juries were call- 


ed — in Omaha, Kansas City 
(Truman's home town), and St. 
Louis. Finally the Justice De- 
partment under Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell dug up the fact 
that 
a St. Louis shoe manu- 


facturer named Irving Sachs, 
who was in income tax trouble, 
had given two suits of clothes 
and an overcoat to Truman's 
appointment secretary, Matt 
Connelly. They found that Sachs 
had pleaded guilty to tax evas- 
ion, was fined and given a sus- 
pended sentence by U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge Roy Harper of Mis- 
souri. A court-appointed physi- 
cian had testified that Sachs 
had a heart condition and might 
not survive a trial. 


GOP CHARGE 
Based on the charge that Con- 


nelly and Lamar Caudle, then 
Assistant Attorney General in 
charge of the criminal division, 
were too lenient, they were In- 
dicted. The two suits of clothes 
and one overcoat given to Con- 
nelly was proof of a conflict of 
interest. Since Caudle receiv- 
ed nothing, he was charged with 
denying his best services to the 
government. 
Subsequently, 
Sherman 


Adams, who occupied the same 
position for Eisenhower as Con- 
nelly did for Truman, received 
a vicuna coat, free liquor, free 
hotel bills and other favors 
from Bernard Goldfine, a New 
England industrialist who faced 
a charge of criminal violation 
of theWool Labeling Act. Adams 
intervened for him and he was 
let off the hook. 


Adams was not prosecuted for 


this conflict of interest. 


Subsequently, Adam Clayton 
Powell, a Democrat who urged 
Negroes to vote for Ike in the 
1956 
election, had his income 


tax case forgotten by the Just- 
ice Department — until a run- 
away grand jury pressed it. 


However, Caudle and Connelly 


were tried in St. Louis. And de- 
spite the fact that the judge, Ro- 
by Hulen, was under sedation 
and shot and killed himself 
during the trial, the Justice 
Department pressed the case 
relentlessly. It transferred a 
new judge, unfamiliar with the 


case, to conclude it, a pro- 
cedure which is highly unusual. 
Lamar Caudle served his term 


and came home to raise the 
money to pay his $10,000 fine 
and his lawyers. Truman rais- 
ed $165,000 at a Boston dinner 
to pay Connelly's expenses. 


Caudle's wife, Falrfld, who 
had stuck by him through thick 
and thin, died shortly after that. 
One of his children wouldn't 
speak to him. Making a living 
when you're old and tired and 
you have just served a jail sen- 
tence is not easy. But Lamar 
kept going. One thing that kept 


him going was that the neigh- 
bors always believed in him. 
They knew him for what he 
was. 
They knew that long before 
the Supreme court had Issued 
any of its race equality rul- 
ings he had championed justice 
for black men as well as white. 
They knew how he had ridden 
all night to reach the scene of 
race riots In Columbia, Tenn., 
to protect Negroes. They knew 
how he had prosecuted Arkan- 
sas users of indentured Negro 
labor 
taken from 
Arkansas 


jails. They knew how he had

Court's racial rulings. 


But, more than this, they knew 


that Lamar was a good neigh- 
bor, a kindly neighbor. So In 
adversity they believed In him 
when he went to jail, and they 
believed in him this week as they 
laid him to rest, unheralded 
and unsung.

Pope Paul has released now 
two cris de coeur, most ap- 
propriately during Holy Week, 
lamenting the disintegration of 
C atho lie unity. He warned mo st 
specifically of schism in the 
Church , and besought the 
faithful to unite behind the doc- 
trines of the Church and the 
authority of the Church's hier- 
archy. He spoke of "a prac- 
tically 
schismatic 
ferment 


(which) divides (the Catholic 
comminity), (breaking it into 
groups —" "Above all" he 
laments those who are "jeal- 
ous of arbitrary and basically 
egotistical autonomy, masque- 
rading as Christian pluralism 
or liberty of conscience." And 
he asks whether the Church is 
still "truly animated by that 
sincere spirit of union and 
charity" such as to permit its 
flock to observe without hypo- 
crisy "our most holy daily 
mass." 
The crisis of the Catholic 
church is much written about. 
Look 
Magazine celebrates it 


every couple of issues, and its 
editors have even volunteered 
to rewrite the Apostles' Creed, 
reaching a new high In reader 
service. 
There is a sirange 


sense of almost universal con- 
cern. 
Back in the old mono- 


lithic days of Pius XI1, the 
Church was regularly assaulted 
for Its autocratic ways, and the 
most popular notion in the Bible 
belt was that Catholics weren't 
really Americans. Not only the 
Bible belt. Peter Viereck ob- 
served twenty years ago that 
antl-Catholicism was the anti- 
Semitism of the Intellectuals. 


But now that the Church has 


gone modern, not only have dis- 
satisfactions within the Church 
magnified. Somehow even much 
of the non-Catholic world seems 
somehow disturbed. Perhaps 
because Rome has always been 
something of a shelter for dog- 
matic Christianity. To observe 
Rome, year after year, century 
after century, defending the es- 


sential tenets of Christianity, 
somehow made it easier for 
schizmatics to improvise their 
own doctrines and beliefs, to 
such a way is the Constitution 
useful even to the most experi- 
mental Supreme Courts. 


The Pope calls for charity, 


but of course charity and dis- 
cipline are under certain cir- 
cumstances incompatible. The 
exercise of charity by the Pope 
is presumably what caused him 
to refer to "apractically schis- 
matic ferment." It is "prac- 
tically 
schismatic" in the 


same sense that R i c h a r d 
Nixon is practically President. 
A 
recent publication called 


Spectrum of Catholic Thought 
lists views on Church issues by 
a half dozen Catholics one or 
two of whom take positions 
which would make Unitarians 
uneasy. 


Where does charity lie? In 
permitting such "Catholics" to 
continue so to label themselves; 
or In excommunicating them? 
The Pope Is unquestionably re- 
luctant to excommunicate. That) 
Is the ultimate sanction of the 
Church, not to be used loosely. 
On the other hand, the sanction 
itself dissipates if the Church 
deteriorates Into amorphous 
Impotence.

bishops. One need only compare 
this translation with the soaring 
beauty of the traditional liturgy 
and wonder if there may be a 
case for turning over the bible 
to Bob Dylan for translation. 
But there is none at all for 
turning it over to the trans- 
lating machine exhibited at the 
World's Fair, which alone could 
come up with the "modern" 
version. The common denomin- 
ator between the two problems 
is the loss of standards: doc- 
trinal, aesthetic. The Catholic 
C hurch has been historically the 
tablet-keeper.

There now are legal 


methods by which the govern- 
ment can actually move into 
a pork sausage factory and 
shut it down if there is any 
suspicion that this disease is 
being- carried by its products. 
Trichinosis occurs everywhere 
in the world except perhaps 
in the tropics where pigs are 
fed root vegetables It occurs 
in the United States in more 
instances than it should and 
frequently is found in commu- 
nities where a particular dis- 
tributor has been selling meat 
infested with this parasite. 


There are a few rules that 


can protect against this con- 
dition. The most important, of 
course, is that all pork and 
pork products must be thor- 
oughly cooked to kill the worm 
in any of its stages. The next 
is to know the reliability of 
the shop that sells the meat. 
This avoidable condition can 
be a source of protracted dis- 
comfort if unrecognized and 
untreated. It is a comfort to 
know that governmental agen- 
cies all over the country are 
constantly on the alert for out- 
breaks of these and other dis- 
eases. With remarkable de- 
tectiving the source is almost 
always found and eradicated.

Chiang Kai-shak's Kuomlntang, I ha ruling party of Taiwan 
China, ha» announcad March 29 guarrllla atrtkas by agants in 
mainland Rad China to calabrata tha opening of the party's 10th 
Con gras». Tha Kuomlntang spokesman boasted that 9,000 Tibetans 
made three raids against Red cavalry, killing 112 Communist 
soldiers and wounding 13, that guerrillas In Yunan province made 
16 attacks, killed 330 Communist soldiers, destroyed warehouses, 
banks and government offices, and looted large quantities ol weap­ 
ons and documents; and also that the Kuomlntang agents united 
with other anti-Communist elements In attacks and sabotage In 
Swatow, Lufeng, Halfeng, Hulyang, Paoan and Canton in Kwang- 
Tung Province. 


It's a report that’s likely highly exaggerated. But 11 it Is only 
partially true, It Is no cause (or celebration in the rest o f the 
world. Chiang Kai-shek’s chances of overthrowing Chairman Mao's 
government seem too remote for us to hope of getting rid of Red 
China In that way. It might seem offhand that any trouble for Red 
China would cut some aid the Chinese might provide Hanoi and 
thus ease the burden of the United States in Vietnam. But there’s 
another side to that argument. In the first place, It Isn’t likely that 
the Kuomlntang raids are enough of a threat to divert much aid that 
Red China might offer the North Vietnamese. And in the second 
place, if Red China actually did feel threatened by a United States 
ally, it undoubtedly would do everything possible to see that the 
United States forces do not gain a clear victory next door. 


Actually, the more peaceful the rest of the world Is, the better 
for the United States. Brush fires around the world can tangle us 
up so badly we never could break loose. And if Chiang Kai-shek 
forces were actually threatening the Red China government, would 
not the United States almost certainly be called upon to help gain 
the final victory? Even If the Taiwan Chinese and the United 
States should win such a war as that, would the next-door Soviet 
Union sit Idly by? It Isn’t likely, despite the current Slno-Sovtet 
estrangement. Furthermore, even If Chiang Kal-6hek could win 
with massive U. S. help, would he have even as good a chance of 
holding the vast mainland China together as he did the last time 
he was in charge. There would probably be years of factional 
fighting and banditry. And the Soviet Union would likely lop off 
huge chunks of the border provinces, and perhaps In time the whole 
country.

Only the 
neighbors at Wadesboro who 
stood by him when he was In 
trouble and brought hams and 
Jelly and fried chicken to cheer 
up his wife when Lamar went 
to jail were present at the fu­ 
neral. 
They knew Lamar for what he 
was and they never believed the 
accusations brought against him 
In Washington. 
Nor 
could anyone 
else who 
studied the record. 
It began when GOP political 
strategists devised the slogan 
for the Elsenhower-Nixon tick­ 
et that the Truman administra­ 
tion was guilty of "corruption, 
Communism and Korea." Hav­ 
ing won with that slogan, the 
new Republican administration 
had to prove it. John Foster 
Dulles, who took over the State 
Department, could find no Com­ 
munists there. Korea proved 
as much of a headache for Ike 
as for Truman.

The Parawing— 
Army Testing It 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- The 
Army Is testing a parachute- 
like device designed to float 
cargo or personnel from an air­ 
plane six miles above the earth 
to a pinpoint target 15 miles 
away. 
Goodyear Aerospace Corp., 
builder of toe device known as 
the parawing, says it is highly 
maneuverable and can be steer­ 
ed by radio signal. 
The 25-foot triangular-shaped 
glider Is made of flexible cloth 
and can carry a load of up to 
500 pounds at the end of suspen­ 
sion lines. It can be folded into 
a compact package of less than 
three cubic feet, weighing 80 
pounds. 
Goodyear says toe parawing 
may be used for such things as 
delivering equipment and sup­ 
plies, dropping troops into pre­ 
cise landing areas, making pin­ 
point bomb deliveries and re ­ 
turning spaceci aft to the earth.

Pope Paul has released now 
two crls de coeur, most ap­ 
propriately during Holy Week, 
lamenting the disintegration of 
Catholic unity. He warned most 
specifically of schism in toe 
Church , and 
besought 
the 
faithful to unite behind tike doc­ 
trines of toe Church and toe 
authority of the Church's hier­ 
archy. He spoke of "a prac­ 
tically 
schismatic 
ferment 
(which) divides (toe Catholic 
commlnlty), (breaking it into 
groups —" "Above 
all" he 
laments those who are "jeal­ 
ous of arbitrary and basically 
egotistical autonomy, masque­ 
rading as Christian pluralism 
or liberty of conscience." And 
he asks whether the Church is 
still "truly animated by that 
sincere 
spirit of union and 
charity" such as to permit its 
flock to observe without hypo­ 
crisy "our most holy daily 
m ass." 
The 
crisis of the Catholic 
church Is much written about. 
Look 
Magazine celebrates it 
every couple of issues, and its 
editors have even volunteered 
to rewrite toe Apostles' Creed, 
reaching a new high in reader 
service. 
There is a strange 
sense of almost universal con­ 
cern. 
Back in the old mono­ 
lithic days of Pius XI1, toe 
Church was regularly assaulted 
for Its autocratic ways, and toe 
most popular notion to toe Bible 
belt was that Catholics weren't 
really Americans. Not only toe 
Bible belt. Peter Viereck ob­ 
served twenty years ago that 
anti-Catholicism was toe anti- 
Semitism of toe intellectuals. 
But now that the Church has 
gone modern, not only have dis­ 
satisfactions within the Church 
magnified. Somehow even much 
of toe non-Catholic world seems 
somehow disturbed. 
Perhaps 
because Rome has always been 
something of a shelter for dog­ 
matic Christianity. To observe 
Rome, year after year, century 
after century, defending the es­ 


sential tenets of Christianity, 
somehow made it easier for 
schlzmatlcs to improvise their 
own doctrines and beliefs. 
In 
such a way is toe Constitution 
useful even to toe most experi­ 
mental Supreme Courts. 
The Pope calls for charity, 
but of course charity and dis­ 
cipline are under certain cir­ 
cumstances incompatible. The 
exercise of charity by toe Pope 
Is presumably what caused him 
to refer to "apractically schis­ 
matic 
ferment." It Is "prac­ 
tically s c h i s m a t i c " in the 
same 
sense that 
R i c h a r d 
Nixon Is practically President. 
A 
recent publication 
called 
Spectrum of Catholic Thought 
lists views on Church Issues by 
a half dozen Catholics one or 
two of whom take positions 
which would make Unitarians 
uneasy. 
Where does charity lie? 
In 
permitting such "Catholics" tu 
continue so to label themselves; 
or In excommunicating them? 
The Pope is unquestionably re ­ 
luctant to excommunicate. That) 
is the ultimate sanction of toe 
Church, not to be used loosely. 
On toe other hand, the sanction 
Itself dissipates if toe Church 
deteriorates into 
amorphous 
Impotence. 
Professor Jeffry Hart of D art­ 
mouth, a recent convert to 
C atoollclsm, 
wrote 
recently 
that he wondered why toe left- 
wing (so -called) of toe Ameri­ 
can Catholic Church does not 
do toe obvious thing: namely 
embrace some form of P ro­ 
testantism. 
Because toe ob­ 


jections of toe left-wing re ­ 
late In almost every case to 
distinctively Catholic features 
of Christianity: 
the authority 
of the Pope, indeed his infal­ 
libility when speaking on faith 
o r morals; the singular posi­ 
tion of Mary within toe Church; 
priestly celibacy; toe position 
on birth control and abortion; 
and so on. How easy to dis­ 
pose of these difficulties by the 
simple expedient of turning to 
any number of Protestant sects? 


It may be thought to be a minor 
matter alongside questions so 
grave, but the Pope's reference 
to "our most holy daily m ass" 
and attendance thereat takes no 
recognition at all of toe great 
scandal of Catholicism at least 
In to e United States: which is 
that going to mass has become 
an aesthetic ordeal. 


On Palm Sunday toe priests 
read out from toe pulpit toe 
translation of St. Matthew re ­ 
cently approved by the Catholic 
bishops. One need only compare 
this translation with toe soaring 
beauty of the traditional liturgy 
and wonder if there may be a 
case for turning over toe bible 
to Bob Dylan for translation. 
But there is none at all for 
turning it over to toe trans­ 
lating machine exhibited at toe 
World's Fair, which alone could 
come up with toe "modern" 
version. The common denomin­ 
ator between toe two problems 
is toe loss of standards: doc­ 
trinal, aesthetic. The Catholic 
C hurch has been historically toe 
tablet-keeper.

It occurs 
in the United S tates in more 
instances than it should and 
frequently is found in commu­ 
nities where a particular dis­ 
trib u to r has been selling m eat 
infested w ith this parasite. 
There are a few rules th a t 
can protect against this con­ 
dition. The m ost im portant, of 
course, is th a t all pork and 
pork products m ust be th o r­ 
oughly cooked to kill the worm 
in any of its stages. The next 
is to know the reliability of 
the shop th a t sells the m eat. 
T his avoidable condition can 
be a source of protracted dis­ 
com fort if unrecognized and 
untreated.

A major factor is the excel- 
lent water year being exper- 
ienced In northern and central 
California, with the following 
beneficial effects on salmon: 
ample water on spawning beds; 
large amount of carryover stor - 
age which will provide adequate 
flows for salmon spawning and 
migration next fall; and in- 
creased survival of downstream 
migrants during heavy run-off. 
Heavy river flows also make 


diversions for irrigation in- 
significant compared with the 
total flow, reduce predation, 
minimize pollution problems 
and provide an abundant food 
supply for the salmon, Arnett 
said. 
Another major factor point- 
Ing toward an improved fishery 
Is the work of the new Ana- 
dromous 
Fisheries Branch, 


headed by George Warner. This 
unit is aggressively pursuing a 
program to increase production 
of salmon finger lings to 15 mil- 
lion. These will be raised to 
90-to-the pound for the first 
time this year at Coleman, 
F eather River and Nimbus hat- 
cheries. The larger fingerlings 
will be trucked to release sites 
in the Rio Vista Area contri- 


buting further to survival. 


The director also pointed out 


that the fish screen program 
has been accelerated with the 
Anderson-Cotton wood 
Irriga- 


tion District screen completed 
at Redding and will be in opera- 
tion when water diversion com- 
mences. Design work for a fish 
screen on the Glenn-Colusa di- 
version is well under way. to 
normal or dry years it is esti- 
mated the Glenn-Colusa screen 
will save about 10 million sal- 
mon fingerlings, Arnett con- 
cuded. 


On the San Joaquin River sys- 
tem a screen will be installed

AUGUSTA, Ga. (A P)-Flam ­ 
boyant Lee Trevino, the merry 
Mexican who, In little more 
than a year, has captured the 
fancy 
of golfdom’s common 
man, ranks as a solid threat to 
add 
a green M aster’s jacket 
to his United States Open title. 
" I’m playing real well,” the 
swarthy, 
grinning 
guy from 
West Texas’ desolate border 
country said after a practice 
round Monday. 
"Except last week, 
I just 
couldn’t get started. 
I didn’t 
really like the course, I guess. 
But mostly I was thinking about 
this one. Just keep thinking 
about this one." 
Trevino,

the leading money winners, will 
be among the elite field of 83

Course. 
The ex-Marine and one-time 
$35-a-week assistant pro bolt­ 
ed in the front rank of golf’s 
elite when he won the U. S, 
Open at Rochester, N. Y. last 
year with his peculiar tight, 
flat swing, a swing he rec­ 
ognizes 
breaks

rules but erne he calls "just 
right for a little fat guy." 
Trevino, who missed the Na­ 
tional Airlines Tournament in

In his report to the com­ 
mission Arnett outlined Uie 
changes which have taken place 
since the original recommenda­ 
tion as the basis for this new 
position. 
A major factor is the excel­ 
lent water year being exper­ 
ienced In northern and central 
California, with the following 
beneficial effects on salmon: 
ample water on spawning beds; 
large amountof carryover stor­ 
age which will provide adequate 
flows for salmon spawning and 
migration next fall; and in­ 
creased survival of downstream 
migrants during heavy run-off. 
Heavy river flows also make 
diversions for irrigation in­ 
significant compared with Uie 
total flow, reduce predation, 
minimize pollution problems 
and provide an abundant food 
supply for the salmon, Arnett 
said. 
Another major factor point­ 
ing toward an Improved fishery 
* 
is the work of the new Ana- 
dromous 
Fisheries Branch, 
headed by George Warner. This 
unit Is aggressively pursuing a 
program to increase production 
of salmon fingerlings to 15 mil­ 
lion. These will be raised to 
90-to-the pound for the first 
time this year at Coleman, 
Feather River and Nimbus hat­ 
cheries. The larger fingerlings 
will be trucked to release sites 
in the Rio Vista Area contri­ 


buting further to survival. 
The director also pointed out 
that the fish screen program 
has been accelerated with Uie 
A nderson -Cottonwood 
Irriga­ 
tion District screen completed 
at Redding and will be in opera­ 
tion when water diversion com­ 
mences. Design work tor a fish 
screen on Uie Glenn-Colusa di­ 
version Is woll under way. In 
normal or dry years it is esti­ 
mated the Glenn-Colusa screen 
will save about 10 million sal­ 
mon fingerlings, Arnett con- 
cuded. 
On the San Joaquin River sys­ 
tem a screen will be installed 
on the Banta-Carbona Irriga­ 
tion District diversion canal, 
and a program to rehabilitate 
the king salmon runs in the 
system has been implemented 
by release of 203,000 yearlings 
In the Merced and Stanislaus 
rlw r:. 
In addition, the director re ­ 
ported, the department Is now 
directing the fish salvage pro­ 


gram at the State D«lu Pump­ 
ing Plant and on July of this 
year will commence an evalua­ 
tion of the facilities and modify 
operations if found appropriate. 
To protect the salvaged fish 
from predation, deep water re ­ 
lease Installations have t*een 
constructed in Uie Delta by the 
Department of Water Resour­ 
ces.

bout 70 miles below. 


Equipped with a zoom lens, 
having a variable focal length, 
the camera could show the LEM 
at considerable distances from 
the command ship and give 
close-up views of the lunar sur- 
face, officials said. 


"The color should be great —

seen," said Stanley Lebar, pro- 
gram manager for theWesting- 
house Electric Corp., builder 
of the color camera. 
Weighing about 10 pounds and 
about 12 inches long, the cam-

pictures to earth. 
Westinghouse modified

VATICAN CITY (AP)— Pope 
Paul VI forsook his usual Eas- 
ter message on world peace or 
political crisis and instead urg- 
ed "weak, indolent human clay" 
to reject "the dolce vita of sen- 
se, opulence, power and self- 
sufficiency." 


The Pope spoke in a firm 
strong voice Sunday to 250,000 
Romans, tourists and pilgrims 
packed in St. Peter's Square 
for an open-air Mass. He also 
omitted any mention of the con- 
troversies dividing the Roman 
Catholic Church about which 
he spoke twice in earlier Holy 
Week sermons. 


His 800-word address dwelt on

He urged mankind to stir up

And he has plenty of chances to 
go wrong because a third of the 
adult residents of these United 
States have secret or overt 
hankerings to be newspaper col- 
umnists. That's my own esti- 
mate based on the fact that 
not a day passes but one or 
more hopeful columnist bundles 
up his samples and ships them 
off to the feature desk of The 
AP. 
What an editor always hopes 
for, of course, is a column so 
well written, so original, so en- 
tertaining or so informative that 
he does indeed 
find it the 


chance of a lifetime. 


But what he sees mostly are 
scripts intended to prove that 
the aspirants are funnier than 
Art Buchwald or Russell Baker, 
more profound than David Law- 
rence or James Reston, or with 
more human insight than Hal 
Boyle or Jimmy Breslin.

A columnist must live the life 
of Riley, writing two or six

Pope Speaks Out 


Against ‘Dolce Vita’ 
Of Opulence, Power 


VATICAN CITY (A P )- Pope 
Paul VI forsook his usual E as­ 
ter m essage on world peace or 
political c risis and instead urg­ 
ed “ weak, indolent human clay" 
to reject “ the dolce vita of sen­ 
se, opulence, power and self- 
sufficiency." 
The Pope spoke in a firm 
strong voice Sunday to 250,000 
Romans, to u rists and pilgrim s 
packed in St. P e te r’s Square 
for an open-air M ass. He also 
omitted any mention of the con­ 
tro v ersies dividing the Roman 
Catholic Church about which 
he spoke twice In e a rlie r Holy 
Week serm ons. 
His 800-word address dwelt on 
the “ old teaching, the severe 
teaching" of his religious of­ 
fice, saying It was “ in contin­ 
ual contrast to the Illusion of 
easy, instinctive habit through 
which degrading license would 
clothe itself In the exulting dress 
of liberty. 
He urged mankind to stir up 
“ new and heroic m oral en er­ 
g ie s."
